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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


John  Martin 

LOYAL  and  useful  alumni  are  not  rare  or  strangers  to 
*d  the  College.  But  some  stand  out  head  and  shoulders 
i  above  others.  Such  a  man  was  John  Martin  of  Halifax, 
(an  A.  B.  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1903.  Subsequently  he 
'studied  law  and  became  so  able  a 
!  lawyer  that  there  were  those  who 
[thought  he  should  be  placed  on  the 

Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  Vir- 
ginia. Of  remarkable  clearness  of 
\ thought,  fine  judgment,  admirably 
I  versed  in  the  law,  gifted  with  emi- 
jnent  fairness,  he  seemed  to  have  all 

the  qualities  which  make  for  an  able 
\  judge. 

No  man  in  his  adopted  County 

of  Halifax  stood  higher  in  the  regard 

of  the  people.  And  no  private  citi- 
zen held  a  higher  position  in  the  state 

at  large.  His  sound  advice  was  con- 
stantly sought  and  cheerfully  ren- 
dered. Difficult  situations  presented 

to  him  by  his  clients  and  by  his 

friends  were  met  by  him  with  his 

remarkable  keenness  of  vision,  and 

always  a  proper  solution  arrived  at. 
But  perhaps  no  work  which  he 

undertook  gave  him  more  genuine 

pleasure  than  what  he  was  able  to 

accomplish    for    his    alma    mater. 

Placed  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 

1928,  he  from  the  outset  took  an 

active  and  effective  interest  in  the 

conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  College. 

He  was  at  one  time  president  of  the 

board,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  member  of  the  all 

important  Finance  Committee. 

Not  having  reached  his  fifty-second  birthday,  and 
]  apparently,  up  to  his  last  illness,  in  the  best  of  health,  it 
I  seemed  that  he  had  just  reached  the  highest  point  of  use- 
>  fulness  and  efficiency,  and  many  years  of  valuable  service 
[seemed  to  lie  before  him.  He  was  peculiarly  a  product  of 
J  this  Institution.  Both  of  his  brothers  had  received  their 

academic  training  here,  and  many  of  his  family  on  both 

his  father's  and  mother's  side  had  trod  these  halls  and 

walked  under  the  shade  of  the  campus  oaks. 

The    Record    with    sorrow    takes    this    occasion    to 

announce  his  death,  to  express  the  feelings  of  loss  which 

the  College  has  sustained,  and  to  pay  this  small  tribute 

to  his  fine  worth  and  to  his  memory. 
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Are  Colleges  Worthwhile? 

MUCH  has  appeared  of  late  in  the  press  based  on 
surveys  recently  made,  in  which  the  question  is 
frankly  asked  whether  colleges  are  really  worth  while. 
In  so  many  ways  have  they  failed  to  do  what  is  expected 
of  them  and  so  often  the  man  with 
a  college  degree  is  outdistanced  by 
the  man  not  so  equipped,  that  the 
question  becomes  a  pertinent  one. 

Is  the  institution  failing  to  pro- 
vide the  training  and  instruction 
which  the  student  has  a  right  to 
expect,  and  is  that  instruction  prop- 
erly imparted?  Whatever  may  be 
the  shortcomings  of  the  colleges  or 
universities,  the  personal  equation 
cannot  be  ignored.  In  this  day  when 
many  allow  the  young  student  to 
make  his  own  choice  as  to  what 
subjects  he  shall  follow,  and  that 
choice  is  badly  made,  the  blame 
cannot  altogether  be  placed  on  the 
institution.  Moreover,  permitting 
the  child  to  "have  his  head"  dates 
back  much  beyond  the  time  when 
he  entered  college.  This  is  the  atti- 
tude which  parents  have  long  as- 
sumed, whether  by  reason  of  a  well- 
defined  and  thought-out  system,  or 
because  they  are  so  much  immersed 
with  their  own  pursuits  that  their 
children's  training  is  neglected. 

There  are  those  of  us  who  still 
believe  that  parental  guidance  is 
important.  It  is  true  there  was  a 
time  when  too  strict  a  policy  was  followed  by  parents. 
The  child  was  unduly  restrained,  and  was  not  given  that 
certain  amount  of  freedom  which  was  essential  to  his  proper 
development.  But  the  pendulum  has  swung  far  in  the 
other  direction,  and  must  swing  back  if  the  proper  equili- 
brium is  to  be  reached.  Besides,  statistics  and  tests,  while 
valuable,  have  not  in  the  nature  of  things  furnished  that 
from  which  a  definite  conclusion  can  be  drawn.  There  are 
so  many  influences,  angles,  and  factors  which  enter  in  of 
which  no  account  may  be  taken. 

The  colleges  must  make  certain  adjustments,  but  there 
can  be,  as  we  see  it,  no  substitute  for  them.  If  it  is  con- 
ceded that  they  have  done  fine  work  in  the  past,  if  to  them 
belongs  the  credit  which  has  been  accorded  them  in  the 
years  which  are  gone,  it  would  not  be  fair  to  them  to  say 
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even  now  that  they  are  not  indispensable  to  our  complex 
and  changing  life.

Alumni  Catalogue 


THE  suggestion  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  general 
Alumni  Association  at  the  last  Commencement  that 
the  alumni  undertake  the  financial  responsibility  of  getting 
out  the  decennial  alumni  catalogue  now  called  for  under 
the  plan  adopted  some  years  ago,  was  an  excellent  one. 
This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  The  first  general 
catalogue  was  compiled  by  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby  in  1906.  It 
went  back  to  the  first  year  the  College  was  open.  It  was  a 
monumental  undertaking,  but  has  proved  invaluable. 

Since  then  every  ten  years  a  supplement  has  been  pub- 
lished and  this  is  the  year  another  supplement  is  due. 
With  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  students  during 
this  last  ten  years,  the  amount  of  detail  work  required  is 
greatly  increased.  Such  catalogues  give  the  present  occu- 
pation and  address  of  each  alumnus,  together  with  a 
brief  record  of  his  activities  and  his  achievements.  The 
cost  will  not  be  great  and  can  probably  be  met  with  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  Alumni  Association  as  such  barely  has  enough  to 
keep  up  the  organization  and  to  provide  for  the  publish- 
ing of  The  Record.  Therefore  only  from  voluntary  con- 
tributions can  this  fund  be  realized.  It  is  felt  that  a  se- 
lected group  can  readily  make  this  possible,  and  thereby 
at  small  cost  for  each  man  make  this  highly  important  and 
desirable  work  an  accomplished  fact.  Most  of  the  labor 
incident  to  getting  out  this  supplement  will  be  cheerfully 
done  by  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  Alumni  Secretary, 
of  course,  without  compensation.  But  there  will  be  some 
extra  stenographic  work  and  typing  required  which  would 
have  to  be  provided  for ;  but  the  great  amount  of  the  cost 
would  be  the  actual  printing. 

Work  on  this  publication  should  be  begun  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  It  is  felt  that  such  an  undertaking  comes 
so  much  within  the  purview  of  what  the  alumni  should 
wish  to  do  that  it  should  make  a  strong  appeal  to  them, 
and  the  editors  will  await  with  interest  their  response. 


Announcement 

PROFESSOR  MACON  REED,  head  of  the  Department 
of  Mathematics  at  Hampden-Sydney,  who  has  been 
Dean  of  the  College  for  thirteen  years,  has  requested  to  be 
relieved  of  the  duties  of  this  office.  Beginning  in  Septem- 
ber, 1936,  he  will  devote  himself  entirely  to  teaching. 

Professor  Reed  stated  that  his  health  would  not  any 
longer  stand  the  strain  of  duties  incident  to  the  Dean's 
office,  and  that  in  justice  to  himself,  he  felt  that  he  must 
conserve  his  health. 

During  his  incumbency,  Professor  Reed  brought  the 
work  in  the  Dean's  office  to  a  high  state  of  efficiency.  He 
has  spared  neither  time  nor  effort  in  meeting  the  many 
problems  that  arise ;  and  he  has  been  a  potent  factor  in  the 
growth  and  progress  of  the  College. 

At  my  request,  Professor  George  L.  Walker  assumed 
the  duties  of  the  Dean's  office  on  July  1st.  Professor  Wal- 
ker graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1910,  with  the  de- 


gree of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  was  later  a  graduate  student 
at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

For  eighteen  years  he  was  principal  of  Virginia  high 
schools,  as  well  as  teacher;  and  had  remarkable  success  in 
this  field  of  education.  While  principal  of  the  Kenbridge 
High  School,  in  Lunenburg  County,  Virginia,  he  originated 
the  Five-Point  Health  Program,  which  has  been  adopted 
by  the  State  of  Virginia  and  by  other  States.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  faculties  of  summer  sessions  at  Emory  and 
Henry  and  Martha  Washington  Colleges. 

Professor  Walker  has  had  signal  success  as  senior  coun- 
sellor in  boys'  camps.  He  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  World 
War,  and  was  Director  of  the  Battalion  Education  Pro- 
gram. Since  1928,  he  has  been  Alumni  Secretary  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, in  which  position  he  has  organized  twenty- 
three  alumni  chapters,  and  has  greatly  strengthened  the 
bond  between  the  College  and  the  alumni. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  NYA,  he  has  been  the 
Director  of  this  work  in  the  College,  and  his  group  has 
made,  each  year,  the  highest  grade  in  scholarship  in  the 
College.  During  the  session  1935-36,  he  was  Instructor 
in  one  class  in  Latin,  and  at  his  request,  he  will  continue 
this  work. 

Professor  Walker  will  continue  as  Alumni  Secretary, 
but  some  of  the  work  incident  to  this  office  will  be  taken 
over  by  others. 

Mrs.  Walker,  who  was  Miss  Grace  Vernon  Martin,  and 
who  has  had  considerable  experience  in  secretarial  work, 
will  act  as  Secretary  to  Dean  Walker.

John  Lancaster  Waring,  1868

THIS  Confederate  Veteran,  son  of  Mr.  Warner  Lewis 
Waring  (1818-1892)  and  Mrs.  Adelaide  Jane  Waring 
(born  Lancaster),  was  born  May  6,  1848,  in  Richmond, 
Virginia,  where  his  father  was  a  prominent  druggist  before 
the  war,  though  he  was  later  a  resident  of  Powhatan  Coun- 
ty, Virginia.  Before  young  Waring  entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  he  had  served  with  the  Confederate  forces  around 
Richmond;  but,  as  he  was  much  under  age,  his  parents 
insisted  upon  his  discharge.  That  he  might  be  out  of 
harm's  way  and  out  of  the  reach  of  war's  alarms,  he  was 
sent  to  Hampden-Sydney  and  was  enrolled  as  a  student. 
Incidentally,  it  may  be  remarked  by  way  of  explanation 
that,  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  it  was  generally  thought 
that  Prince  Edward  would  be  the  last  place  in  Virginia 
to  be  reached  by  the  invading  foe.  Thus  refugees  flocked  in 
from  the  Valley,  from  Alexandria,  from  Richmond  and 
from  other  exposed  places.  Mr.  Waring  remained  at 
Hampden-Sydney  until  the  retreating  Confederates 
reached  Farmville  on  the  sixth  of  April,  1865,  when  he 
joined  Johnson's  Brigade  of  Artillery  and  marched  and 
fought  with  this  command  until  General  Lee  surrendered 
three  days  later  at  Appomattox.  The  young  soldier  then 
rejoined  his  family  in  Powhatan. 

In  the  fall  of  1865,  he  attended  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steptoe's 
School  in  Goochland  County  for  a  year  and  in  1866  entered 
the  Virginia  Military  Institute  and  graduated  July  4, 
1870.  Since  then,  until  1929,  he  was  actively  engaged  in 
business,  first  with  the  well-known  banking-house  of 
Lancaster  and  Williams  in  Richmond  until  1884,  at  which 
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time  he  became  Cashier  of  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Dan- 
ville. A  position  he  retained  until  1890.  Thinking  that 
ithe  Federal  Capital  presented  a  wider  field  of  usefulness, 
r\o\\  a  thoroughly  trained  banker  and  man  of  affairs, 
Mr.  Waring  moved  to  Washington,  D.  C,  doing  business 
jas  a  Bank  Agent  and  an  Insurance  Official,  and  his  home 
(was  in  that  city  until  1929,  when,  on  account  of  ill-health, 
ihe  moved  to  Wilmington,  Ohio,  in  order  to  be  near  his 
[son,  a  physician  of  that  place. 

While  he  was  in  Richmond  in  business  (1870-1884), 
{Mr.  Waring  was  a  member  of  Company  C,  First  Virginia 
(Regiment,  and  as  Captain  of  the  Company  he  attended 
She  Centennial  in  Philadelphia  in  1876.  On  May  10,  1882, 
he  married  Miss  P.  Blair  Harvie,  daughter  of  Dr.  John  B. 
■Harvie  of  Powhatan ;  she  died  thirty-two  years  later  from 
pneumonia. 

On  the  sixth  of  May,  1936,  this  veteran  was  eighty-eight 
years  old;  but  his  memory  is  strong,  his  interest  in  life  is 
Jceen,  his  eye,  apparently  has  not  grown  dim  nor  his 
natural  force  abated,  and  his  signature  is  still  clear  and 
■bold.  The  staff  of  The  Record  is  proud  and  happy  to 
isend  greetings  to  one  who  has  lived  so  long  and  has  done 
Iso  much. 

The  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion 

Presented  to  Walton  Ellsworth  OrndofT

THE  conditions  on  which  this  Medallion  is  awarded 
are  laid  down  in  the  following  statement : 

' '  This  medallion  is  presented  by  the  New  York  South- 
ern Society  in  memory  of  its  first  President,  Algernon 
Sydney  Sullivan.  It  is  awarded  to  some  member  of  the 
graduating  class  for  admirable  spiritual  qualities,  out- 
standing, and  practically  demonstrated  in  daily  life  with 
other  people." 

To  put  that  in  the  language  which  we  all  can  understand, 
it  means  beauty  and  fragrance  of  character,  and  especially, 


Christian  character.  Hampden-Sydney  College  has  al- 
ways placed  emphasis  on  scholarship,  but  she  places 
greater  emphasis  on  the  building  of  Christian  character. 

During  the  years  that  I  have  been  here,  I  have  never 
known  a  time  within  which  more  individuals  in  the  student 
body  have  made  definite  progress  in  the  development  of 
character  than  during  the  session  which  is  now  closing. 

It  is  a  great  thing  to  be  gentle  without  being  weak;  to 
be  courageous  without  being  harsh ;  to  stand  alone  without 
being  domineering;  to  stand  for  the  right  without  being 
self-righteous.  These  are  the  traits  of  character  possessed 
by  the  man  to  whom  this  award  goes  this  morning. 
Throughout  his  career  here  he  has  manifested  on  all 
occasions  the  highest  ideals.  It  is  the  enthusiastic  judge- 
ment of  our  faculty  that  this  medallion  is  to  be  awarded  to 
Mr.  Ellsworth  Orndoff ,  of  Frederick  County,  Virginia. 

Ellsworth,  during  the  years  that  you  have  been  here, 
I  have  put  down  in  my  grade  book  a  goodly  number  of 
grades  for  you,  but  no  one  of  them  has  meant  so  much,  or 
has  given  me  so  much  pleasure  as  I  have  in  putting  down 
this  one  for  you.  It  is  the  highest  grade  that  an  instructor 
can  give  a  student. 

Some  of  us  are  making  the  prediction  that  in  the  years 
to  come,  the  story  of  your  life  on  the  campus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  will  be  a  tradition  among  its  students.

A  BULLETIN  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  issued  in 
May,  1936,  has  the  title  Summer  Session  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College,  Bluefield  College  Division. 

This  Bulletin  sets  forth  in  attractive  form  the  summer 
session  calendar,  June  15 — August  14,  1936,  of  the  courses 
of  study  at  Bluefield  College  under  a  joint  arrangement 
between  members  of  the  two  colleges. 

The  President  of  Bluefield  Junior  College  is  Dr.  E.  C. 
Wade,  who  is  an  alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  Class  of 
1907.  He  graduated  at  Columbia  University  with  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  1912.  Until  he  became  Presi- 
dent of  Bluefield  College,  he  was,  for  many  years  the  very 
successful  Superintendent  of  the  City  Schools  of  Blue- 
field,  West  Virginia. 

The  Director  of  the  Summer  Session  is  Prof.  H.  B. 
Overcash,  and  the  Hampden-Sydney  members  of  the 
Faculty  are,  in  addition  to  Prof.  Overcash,  Dr.  D.  M.  Al- 
lan, Dr.  R.  C.  Beale,  Dr.  W.  H.  Bell,  and  Prof.  Kenneth 
Boggs. 

A  meeting  of  the  Faculty  and  of  Alumni  was  held  at  the 
home  of  President  Wade,  on  the  Bluefield  College  grounds, 
on  the  evening  of  June  20.  A  delicious  supper  was  served, 
and  by  special  invitation,  President  Eggleston  and  Mr. 
George  L.  Walker,  the  Alumni  Secretary,  were  present, 
and  made  reports  on  the  progress  of  the  College.  On 
Sunday  morning,  President  Eggleston  filled  the  pulpit  of 
the  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church  in  Bluefield,  and 
spoke  of  the  vital  necessity  of  Christian  Education. 

From  many  sources,  it  is  learned  that  the  members  of 
our  Faculty  at  Bluefield  College  are  making  a  fine  impres- 
sion, and  the  prospects  for  a  permanent  summer  session 
seem  excellent.

PAUL  KING  BUCKLES 

Graduate  of  King  College,  Bristol,  Tennessee,  with  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts;  graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity.  While  at  college,  he  was  Captain  of  the  Football 
and  Basket  Ball  teams ;  was  President  of  his  Literary  So- 
ciety; and  won  the  Declaimer's  and  Orator's  medals.  A 
soldier  in  the  World  War,  1917-1918. 

Under  his  wise  leadership,  the  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Hampton,  Virginia,  has  grown  from  one  hundred  and 
eighty  members  to  nearly  five  hundred.  In  great  demand 
as  teacher  in  Bible  conferences,  and  as  speaker  not  only  in 
the  pulpit,  but  in  civic  affairs,  his  scholarly  attainments 
have  been  recognized  and  his  influence  has  steadily  grown. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  bestows  upon  Paul  King  Buckles 
of  Hampton,  Virginia,  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

JULIAN  PRESTON   PROFFITT 

A  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  with  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Arts;  a  graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Virginia,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Di- 
vinity; a  special  student  in  the  Biblical  Seminary  of  New 
York  and  in  Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Richmond, 
Virginia.  His  success  in  the  only  two  pastorates  he  has 
held  has  been  phenomenal. 

Beloved  as  a  pastor,  highly  regarded  as  a  preacher, 
greatly  respected  for  his  judgment  in  the  affairs  of  his 
church,  it  would  be  difficult  to  over-estimate  the  high 
place  he  occupies  in  his  community.  He  has  preferred  to 
devote  his  talents  to  the  problems  of  the  country  church, 
andhe  is  a  recognized  specialist  in  this  field.  His  Presbytery, 
his  Synod,  and  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  have  been  glad  to  use  the  fruits  of  his  knowledge. 

So  many  Hampden-Sydney  men  have  gone  out  from 
these  walls  to  do  useful  work  in  their  respective  callings, 
by  a  quiet  and  steady  persistence,  by  an  unselfish  outlook 
on  life,  by  walking  unswervingly  in  the  path  of  duty,  and 
by  adhering  faithfully  to  great  ideals.  He  is  one  of  these; 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  taken  pleasure  in  conferring 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  upon  Julian  Preston 
Proffitt.

An  alumnus  of  Davidson  College  and  Union  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  in  Virginia ;  Pastor  of  Churches  in  Virginia 
and  West  Virginia,  and  now  pastor  of  the  Anderson  Mem- 
orial Church  in  Martinsville,  Virginia,  where  his  fine 
Christian  influence  and  his  public  spirit  have  caused  him 
to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  men  of  his  town,  of 
his  county,  and  of  that  section  of  the  State.  In  each  of  his 
fields  of  service,  he  has  shown  decided  constructive  ability, 
leaving  these  fields  in  far  better  condition  than  when  he 
entered  upon  his  work.  His  high  merit  is  equalled  by  his 
great  modesty.

tiful music  of  water  flowing  over  stones  and  giving  forth 
sweet  responses ;  and  is  thrilled  with  the  sweetest  music  in 
the  world — the  laughter  of  little  children. 

Just  outside  of  this  auditorium,  standing  guard  over  the 
last  resting  place  of  those  who  have  left  us,  is  a  noble  old 
pine.  Was  our  poet  thinking  of  it,  and  of  the  other  great 
old  pines  of  our  campus,  when  he  said : 

Whenever  I  come  to  an  old  pine  tree 

Something  leans  over  and  talks  to  me; 

I  feel  its  breath  and  I  hear  it  sigh 

As  a  pine  tree  will  when  a  wind  goes  by. 

I  hear  it  tell  how  the  eons  pass 

Like  ripples  that  wave  in  a  field  of  grass, 

How  the  storms  that  wrestled  and  swayed  and  beat 

Have  fallen  asleep  at  a  pine  tree's  feet. 

And  there's  always  a  calm  when  the  whispers  cease, 

Always  a  mantle  of  cool  green  peace, 

Always  the  doubt  that  a  thing  can  die 

That  has  gripped  the  earth,  that  has  scanned  the  sky. 

He  has  received  deserved  fame  as  literary  critic  and  as  | 
author  in  the  field  of  Poetry.  His  Alma  Mater  is  proud  of 
him,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege takes  pleasure  in  conferring  the  degree  of  (Lift.  D.) 
Doctor  of  Letters  upon  Leigh  Buckner  Hanes. 
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Captain  John  Morton  and  Morton  Hall 

PRESIDENT  Eggleston  introduced  Mr.  S.  P.  Morton, 
Jr.,  to  the  audience  on  Commencement  Day  as  follows: 

About  1750,  John  Morton,  then  a  lad  of  twenty,  came 
up  from  the  Shire  of  Henrico  in  the  Colony  of  Virginia  and 
settled  on  Buffalo  River,  in  that  part  of  Amelia  which  in 
1754  became  Prince  Edward  County.  In  preparation  for 
his  marriage,  he  built  "Morton  Hall,"  which  was  his  seat 
until  his  death. 

Coming  under  the  influence  of  the  brilliant  Samuel 
Davies,  the  great  Presbyterian  divine,  in  1755  he  was  one 
;of  the  organizers  of,  and  united  with,  Old  Cumberland 
iChurch;  and  he  was  soon  made  a  ruling  elder.  Only  a  few 
,•  years  later  he  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Virginia 
as  a  Justice  of  the  Court  of  his  County.  Leading  the  life 
„of  a  planter,  he  was  active  in  his  Church  and  active  in 
;civic  life. 

At  that  time  this  section  of  Virginia  was  pioneer  coun- 
itry,  and  the  citizens  of  this  section  had  to  do  their  part  in 
Ibearing  the  brunt  of  the  attacks  of  the  French  and  In- 
'dians  against  the  Virginia  colonists.  John  Morton  en- 
listed as  a  soldier  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  In  1763, 
he  was  made  Captain  of  Militia,  and  in  1774  he  enlisted  as 
an  officer  under  General  Andrew  Lewis,  and  marched  with 
tjhim  to  the  Ohio  country  in  the  attempt  to  break  the  back- 
bone of  the  Indian  assaults  against  the  settlers.  He  was  an 
jactive  participant  in  the  Battle  of  the  Great  Kanawha, 
jknown  also  as  the  Battle  of  Point  Pleasant. 

Our  historians  have  been  so  busy  writing  about  the 
[struggle  for  civic  and  religious  rights;  about  Boston  tea 
jparties;  about  the  meaning  of  the  Battle  of  Lexington; 
jabout  fiery  speeches  made  by  Samuel  Adams  and  Otis, 
land  Patrick  Henry;  about  strategic  battles  of  the  War  of 
the  Revolution — that  they  have  permitted  the  importance 
of  the  border  warfares  to  recede  into  the  background ;  and 
:'they  have  almost  wholly  neglected  the  vital  importance, 
^the  strategic  meaning,  of  the  Battle  of  the  Great  Kanawha 
in  1774. 

Tyler  says  that, "  By  the  victory  of  the  Great  Kanawha, 
the  settlers  who  poured  into  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  were 
effectually  relieved  from  all  immediate  peril  from  the 
Jlndians  of  the  Northwest.  It  almost  amounted  to  the 
winning  of  the  West,  for  had  it  not  been  possible  to  occupy 
ithis  region  during  the  early  years  of  the  Revolutionary 
IWar,  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  Treaty  of  1783  might 
•have  fixed  the  western  boundary  of  the  United  States  at 
ithe  Alleghanies  instead  of  the  Mississippi." 

Alexander  Withers  in  his  "Chronicles  of  Border  War- 
fare "  says  that  the  Battle  of  the  Great  Kanawha  was  vir- 
tually the  first  in  the  series  of  those  brilliant  achievements 
which  burst  the  bonds  of  British  tyranny;  and  that  the 
(blood  of  Virginia,  there  nobly  shed,  was  the  first  blood 
\spilled  in  the  sacred  cause  of  American  liberty. 

Lyman  C.  Draper,  the  historian,  a  native  of  New  York, 
jendorsed  this  statement. 

One  would  suppose  that  this  would  have  been  a  suffi- 
cient sacrifice  for  John  Morton  to  offer  to  his  country,  but 
(he  raised  a  company  and  as  Captain  engaged  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution.  Six  of  his  sons  enlisted. 

In  1775,  he  became  one  of  the  founders  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  and  was  an  active  trustee. 

Today,  in  a  few  hundred  yards  of  this  church,  a  beau- 
tiful and  imposing  recitation  hall,  to  be  known  as  Morton 
Hall,  is  being  erected  in  memory  of  Captain  John  Morton. 
What  more  beautiful  and  appropriate  memorial  could  be 


erected  to  this  great  citizen  of  our  county,  one  of  the 
founders  of  Hampden-Sydney  ?  This  has  been  made  possi- 
ble by  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  S.  P.  Morton,  Jr.,  who,  in  a 
most  gracious  manner,  has  paid  this  tribute  to  his  ancestor. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  Mr.  S.  P.  Morton,  Jr., 
of  Baltimore,  and  may  I  say,  of  Prince  Edward  County. 


President  Eggleston's  Address  to  the 

Graduates  and  Bestowal  of  the  Algernon 

Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion  Upon 

John  A.  Sydenstricker,  Class  of  1900 

IN  HIS  very  thoughtful  and  timely  sermon  on  Sunday 
morning,  Rev.  Charles  W.  Reed  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  people  of  this  country  would  return  to  certain 
fundamental  principles  which  Time  cannot  change,  and 
which,  when  violated,  lead  to  disaster.  It  is  a  message 
worth  heeding.  This  country  a  few  years  back  went  on  an 
economic  debauch ;  and  it  is  now  suffering  from  the  head- 
ache of  the  morning  after. 

The  country  has  also  gone  on  a  moral  debauch,  and  has 
believed  it  could  "get  by"  with  it,  forgetting  that  God 
has  pronounced  judgment  on  those  that  call  evil  good,  and 
good  evil. 

The  best  thing  about  Hampden-Sydney,  young  gentle- 
men, is  that  it  stays  in  the  old  paths  as  far  as  principles 
are  concerned.  The  basic  principle  of  all  its  teachings  is  a 
belief  in  the  Bible  as  the  Word  of  God — as  the  revelation 
of  God  to  man ;  as  the  starting  point  from  which  we  may 
know  the  spiritual  truths  which  are  to  make  us  free  from 
superstition  and  its  concomitants,  and  which  may  lead  us 
to  God  through  Jesus  Christ  as  the  only  Way,  the  only 
Life,  the  only  Light. 

I  am  glad  to  believe  that  the  majority — if  not  all — of 
you  believe  these  things.  I  was  quite  interested  a  few 
months  ago  when  a  so-called  radical,  or  progressive,  mem- 
ber of  another  institution  referred  to  the  Hampden-Sydney 
student  body  as  being  asleep,  as  lacking  that  "freedom" 
which  may  be  defined  as  an  impulse  to  defy  authority,  and 
law,  and  order,  and  get  out  and  break  up  something.  One 
of  the  members  of  your  Senior  Class  replied  to  this  terrible 
charge  of  being  out-of-date,  and  gave  the  young  man  a 
very  thorough  trimming. 

How  many  people — young  and  old —  there  are,  who 
wince  at  being  charged  with  the  crime  of  being  "out-of- 
date,"  "unprogressive, "  "narrow;"  belonging  to  the 
" horse-and-buggy  days!"  Well,  as  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
and  I  believe  as  far  as  you  are  concerned,  many  of  us 
would  rather  travel  the  Road  to  God  with  a  horse  and 
buggy,  than  to  travel  the  other  Road  with  an  automobile. 
Cain  was  "progressive" — none  of  the  "old  stuff"  for  him! 
He  was  our  first  illustration  of  "flaming  youth,"  and  he 
seemed  to  be  considerably  "lit  up."  And  we  might  men- 
tion Eli's  sons  and  the  quite  up-to-date  young  son  of 
Solomon  who  succeeded  his  Dad;  who  called  together  a 
number  of  his  young  friends  for  a  "group  discussion," 
and  then  applied  their  composite  wisdom  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  his  kingdom;  and  came  to  a  disas- 
trous end. 

I  say  that  I  am  glad  to  believe  that  the  majority  of  the 
students  of  Hampden-Sydney  learn  to  respect,  to  admire, 
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and  to  adhere  to  the  teachings  you  find  here.  If  these 
basic  teachings  are  ever  set  aside  for  our  very  "progressive" 
age,  Hampden-Sydney  will  cease  to  be  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  be  merely  "another  college." 

This  graduating  class  has  in  it  many  young  men  of  fine 
promise.  I  believe  all  of  you  combined  would  have  diffi- 
culty in  raising  enough  money  among  yourselves  to  pur- 
chase a  Packard  car;  but  your  class  is  notably  rich  in  men- 
tal ability  and  in  character ;  and  any  successful  life  must  be 
based  on  character,  and  on  that  alone. 

A  day  or  two  ago  I  was  speaking  to  a  member  of  your 
class  about  a  Hampden-Sydney  graduate  who  had  gone  into 
banking  as  his  profession,  and  had  settled  in  a  small  town. 
You  will  ask  at  once,  "Did  he  get  rich?"  Well,  let's  see: 
He  did  his  work  so  well  that  he  has  for  many  years  been 
President  of  his  bank.  He  has  been  recognized  as  a  leading 
authority  on  banking;  he  has  been  President  of  his  State 
Bankers  Association,  and  is  in  constant  demand  as  a 
speaker  before  meetings  of  bankers,  including  the  American 
Bankers  Association.  I  am  confident  that  he  will  some  day 
be  made  President  of  that  body. 

To  what  use  has  he  put  his  talents  as  a  banker  ?  Of  his 
private  affairs,  it  would  not  be  proper  to  speak.  But  I  can 
say  that  as  a  Christian  citizen  he  has  used  his  opportunities 
to  interest  himself  in  the  farmers  of  his  County ;  has  called 
them  together  many  times  and  made  suggestions  to  them ; 
has  been  in  position  to  advise  them  how  to  put  their 
farming  on  a  business  basis;  has  helped  them  to  introduce 
new  methods  and  new  crops ;  has  helped  them  to  find  mar- 
kets for  their  products ;  has  in  this  way  brought  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  farmers  of  his  County,  mak- 
ing it  a  prosperous  section,  not  by  "bonuses,"  but  by 
showing  the  farmers  and  truckers  how  to  prosper  through 
their  own  efforts.  I  say  to  you  that  no  man  has  ever  lived 
in  that  great  section  of  his  State  who  has  done  more  in 
unselfish,  golden  citizenship,  based  on  Christian  character, 
than  has  this  quiet,  genuine  gentleman,  who  will  say  to  you 
that  much  of  his  outlook  on  life  and  much  of  his  desire  to  be 
a  Christian  in  action,  came  from  the  teachings  of  his  col- 
lege days. 


And,  while  I  am  on  this  subject,  may  I  digress  a  moment 
and  say  that  his  Alma  Mater,  in  recognition  of  his  worth, 
desires  to  bestow  upon  him  the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan 
Medallion,  which  each  year  is  given  to  some  alumnus  whc 
has  shown  the  qualities  I  have  mentioned.

Commencement,  June  7-10,  1936 

THE  commencement  exercises  of  the  160th  session 
began  with  the  baccalaureate  sermon  on  Sunday, 
June  7,  College  Church.  As  is  the  pleasant  custom,  the 
congregation  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Farmville 
attended  this  11  o'clock  service  and  there  were  many 
other  visitors  from  in  and  out  of  the  State.  The  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Chas.  W.  Reed,  D.  D.,  pastor  of 
the  Anderson  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  of  Martins- 
ville, Virginia.  Dr.  Reed  is  a  sincere  preacher  of  the  Word 
and  his  clear  and  earnest  discourse  went  to  the  hearts  of 
his  hearers. 

"The  Master's  Call"  was  the  subject  of  Dr.  Reed's 
sermon.  He  cited  from  the  New  Testament  four  different 
kinds  of  people  that  had  received  definite  calls  from  the 
Master:  the  four  fishermen  (Matt,  4,  18-22);  a  business 
man  (Luke  19;  2-10) ;  a  Samaritan  woman  (Jno.  4;  15-24): 
and  a  young  politician  (Mk.  10;  17-24).  In  every  case 
there  was  a  direct  call  for  certain  individuals,  widely 
differing  in  their  positions,  to  come  into  vital  relationship 
with  the  Master.  The  speaker  reminded  the  graduating 
class  before  him  that  in  answering  the  Master's  call  those 
people  of  the  long  ago  had  to  believe  something.  They  had 
to  believe  Jesus  Himself;  His  right  to  call  them;  His 
power  to  demand;  and  His  faithfulness  to  keep  His 
promises.  "Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord  and  so  I  am." 
"  I  that  speaketh  unto  thee  am  HE  (Messiah)."  They  had 
to  accept,  too,  the  Master's  standard  of  right  and  wrong. 
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Christ  warned  them  thus:  "Woe  to  them  that  call  evil 
^ood  and  good  evil."  Those  who  answer  the  Master's  call 
must  hate  their  sins  and  desire  to  be  rid  of  them.  The 
speaker  showed  that  the  line  of  approach  to  the  Master  is 
'straight  and  simple.  He  contrasted  the  directness  of  the 
Christ  with  the  human  complications  that  come  from 
llependance  upon  numbers,  power,  wealth,  and  mere 
Digness.  Dr.  Reed  left  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  any  of  his 
learers  that  the  Master's  call  is  not  only  to  believe,  but  to 
Jvork.  "Not  every  one  that  saith  Lord,  Lord,  but  he  that 
jioeth."  He  emphasized  that  those  who  answer  His  call 
bnter  into  the  abundant  life.  "I  came  that  they  might 
lave  life"  .  .  .  The  fishermen  gave  up  their  nets  and 
income;  Levi  left  a  remunerative  job;  the  Samaritan 
woman  her  easy  life;  and  only  the  young  politician  de- 
clined the  call.  With  this  exception,  each  of  the  groups 
gave  up  much,  but  what  lives  they  were  led  into  as  they 
followed  the  Master!  None  ever  regretted  that  he  ac- 
cepted the  offer  of  discipleship.  "It  is  a  great  life  here, " 
'said  the  speaker,  "for  the  one  who  answers  the  Master's 
hall  and  when  this  life  is  done : 

''Then  in  a  nobler  sweeter  song 

I'll  sing  Thy  power  to  save1 '."

Edgar  G.  Gammon,  '05,  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  to  the 
senior  who  has  been  most  outstanding  on  the  basis  of 
character,  scholarship,  and  athletic  ability,  was  awarded 
to  William  S.  Formwalt,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The 
presentation  was  made  in  a  graceful  speech  by  ex-Governor

ingly interesting  and  attractive  style  Dr.  W.  H.  T.  Squire? 
presented  the  Geo.  W.  Bagby  Prize  to  Joseph  Rennie  Woody, 
of  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  the  J.  H.  C.  Bagby  Prize  to 
R.  E.  Fox  and  T.  W.  Williams,  of  Hampton,  Virginia. 
Both  of  these  awards  are  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Gordon  Battle  of  New  York,  the  first  for  the  best  essay 
dealing  with  ante-bellum  life  or  history  and  the  second 
for  the  best  work  done  by  a  student  in  the  department  of 
Physics.  The  first  honors  the  memory  of  the  distinguished 
writer,  Geo.  W.  Bagby,  and  the  second  is  a  memorial  to 
his  son,  the  distinguished  teacher,  J.  H.  C.  Bagby.  The 
Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallions  were  presented  by 
Dr.  J.  B.  Massey  to  a  student  and  by  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston 
to  an  alumnus.  The  student  was  Walton  Ellsworth 
Orndoff,  of  Winchester,  Virginia,  a  member  of  the  Senior 
Class,  and  the  alumnus  was  John  A.  Sydenstricker,  of 
Marlinton,  West  Virginia,  Class  1900.  The  presentations 
are  given  elsewhere  in  this  number. 

Dr.  Hugh  R.  Monro,  prominent  banker  and  business 
man,  of  Montclair,  New  Jersey,  delivered  the  address  to 
the  graduating  class,  his  subject  being  The  Neglected  Art 
of  Thinking. 

The  impression  made  by  the  speaker  was  so  great,  and 
so  many  requests  have  come  for  copies,  that  the  address 
has  been  issued  as  a  regular  Bulletin  of  the  College. 

Dr.  Monro  treated  his  subject,  not  in  an  abstract 
manner,  but  with  such  clearness  and  timeliness  as  to 
bring  universal  commendation  from  the  large  audience 
present.  The  universal  verdict  was  that  this  was  one  of 
the  ablest  addresses  ever  heard  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Honorary  and  academic  degrees  were  conferred  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  President  J.  D.  Eggles- 
ton. The  valedictory  address  was  given  by  Edwin  Clay- 
brook  Griffith,  of  Hague,  Virginia,  First  Honor  graduate. 
Mr.  Griffith's  thoughtful  address  was  well  delivered. 


Character  and  Higher  Education 

THIS  was  the  subject  of  a  very  thoughtful  address  in 
College  Chapel,  on  Tuesday,  June  9,  before  the 
alumni,  by  Mr.  Sample  B.  Forbus,  '16,  Superintendent 
of  the  Watts  Memorial  Hospital,  Durham,  North  Carolina. 
Mr.  Forbus  sketched  briefly  the  course  of  events  during 
the  past  twenty  years,  in  connection  with  the  influence  of 
higher  education.  He  stated  that  a  strange  new  period  in 
the  world's  history  was  inaugurated  with  the  beginning  of 
the  World  War  in  1914;  and  that  international,  national, 
and  individual  standards  of  morality  had  withered  in  the 
white  heat  of  the  passions  engendered  at  that  time;  waste, 
self-interest,  greed,  deceit,  violation  of  contractual  obli- 
gations, and  all  the  methods  of  a  philosophy  of  expediency 
and  materialism  were  now  considered  proper  in  business 
and  in  individual  conduct. 
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Mr.  Forbus  said  that  we  have  all  suffered  the  irre- 
parable loss  of  proper  standards  of  conduct;  that  no 
■civilization  could  long  survive  the  decay  of  ethical  stand- 
ards ;  and  that  if  the  profit  motive  expresses  itself  in  greed, 
Exploitation,  and  deceit,  there  can  be  neither  business 
tability  nor  a  high  degree  of  economic  prosperity. 

If  education  is  the  remedy  of  most  of  the  evils  of 
iiociety,  then  the  educational  institutions  of  the  country 
tad  failed  of  their  purpose,  he  said;  and  he  wondered 
whether  higher  education  had  made  as  much  impress  on 
Character  as  it  should  have  made.  There  can  be  no  great 
.leadership  unless  there  exist  the  institutions  in  which  great 
personal  qualities  can  develop.  How  can  the  college 
influence  this  process? 

"  Perhaps  the  first  step  is  through  selection  of  students 
>n  the  basis  of  character,  intelligence,  personality.  But 
f.here  is  more  to  it  than  that.  The  college  can  train  for 
leadership  in  the  manner  that  is  traditional  at  Hampden- 
Bydney.  In  my  time  the  Faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
|pth  sympathetic  understanding,  gave  to  us  individually 
sin  enlarged  vision,  and  an  enriched  life.  In  their  persons 
Vnd  their  ideas,  they  infused  into  us  the  essential  quality 
Of  inspiration." 

Mr.  Forbus  stated  that  "bigness"  is  going  out  of 
fashion;  that  Harvard  and  Yale  are  now  trying  to  un- 
scramble the  egg,  in  the  "house"  system.  Hampden- 
Rydney  never  was  scrambled;  it  retains  the  advantages  of 
thoroughness  of  instruction,  personal  contact  between  the 
ieacher  and  the  taught,  and  simplicity  of  living;  through 
\  sympathetic  faculty,  a  peaceful  physical  environment, 
ind  the  tradition  of  high  purpose,  it  has  aided  the  students 
f.o  achieve  their  own  sense  of  proportion  and  to  construct 
Jheir  own  philosophy  of  life. 

"This  is  Hampden-Sydney 's  contribution  to  leader- 
ship in  America." 


Resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

Concerning  the  Life  and  Work 

of  John  Martin 


After  a  short  illness,  Mr.  John  Martin  of  Halifax,  Virginia,  and 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  passed  away  on 
Monday,  May  11,  1936. 

In  the  passing  of  Mr.  Martin,  the  State  lost  one  of  its  eminent 

Citizens;  the  County  of  Halifax,  one  of  its  most  useful  public  men; 

[.he  Presbyterian  Church,  one  of  its  most  devoted  members ;  the  State 

|3ar,  one  of  its  ablest  lawyers;  his  friends,  one  whom  they  admired 

nd  loved;  his  family,  a  devoted  husband  and  father  and  brother. 

To  enumerate  the  many  interests  in  Mr.  Martin's  life  is  to  show 
how  wide  and  varied  were  his  activities:  a  graduate  of  Hampden- 
feydney  College,  Class  of  1903,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts; 
i  graduate  of  the  School  of  Law  of  Richmond  College,  now  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond.  He  practiced  law  in  Halifax  County  for  twenty- 
fix  years.  With  a  large  practice,  he  yet  found  time  to  show  an  active 
nterest  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Halifax,  of  which  he  was  a 
Ruling  Elder;  he  found  time  to  do  his  full  part  of  work  as  a  member 
)f  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  State  Bar  Association,  and  to  serve 
<is  Chairman  of  the  Halifax  County  School  Electoral  Board.  He  gave 
IBS  wise  counsel  and  active  work  as  Attorney  for  the  School  Board  of 
Halifax  County. 

Elected  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  1924,  he  became  at  once  a  valued  member  of  this  body. 
Jpon  the  passing  of  Mr.  A.  B.  Dickinson,  a  member  of  our  Board, 
Mr.  Martin  was  made  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board. 


Mr.  Martin  was  never  satisfied  to  permit  his  name  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  anything,  unless  he  could  give  active  assistance  to 
it.  He  was  preeminently  of  a  constructive  mind  and  disposition. 
His  constant  wish  and  purpose  was  to  construct,  to  improve,  to 
build,  and  his  purse  was  open  to  every  good  cause. 

Resolved  that  a  copy  of  this  paper  be  spread  upon  the  Minutes 
of  our  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  his  family  as  a 
token  of  the  sympathy  which  the  Board  feels  for  them  in  their 
sorrow  and  loss.

We  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  no  American  institution 
of  higher  learning  within  our  knowledge  offers  a  more  fruitful  op- 
portunity to  great-hearted  men  and  women  who  seek  to  invest  their 
money  where  the  returns  are  likely  to  be  greatest.  We  congratulate 
Mr.  Morton  on  the  discrimination  he  has  shown  in  lending  a  helping 
hand  to  an  institution  of  outstanding  character  and  notable  achieve- 
ment where  every  dollar  now  invested  is  doing  the  work  of  three. 

4.  We  not  only  express  to  Mr.  Morton  our  gratitude  and  ap- 
preciation. We  go  further.  We  say  to  him  in  simple,  yet  measured 
words  that  in  doing  what  he  has  done,  he  merits  a  conspicuous  place 
in  the  long  line  of  patriotic  men  whose  names  are  honored  and  will 
continue  to  be  honored  in  the  annals  of  our  great  College.  Such 
names  illustrate  its  best  traditions  and  exemplify  its  noblest  pur- 
poses.

It  was  suggested  by  Miss  Susan  Lancaster,  who  is 
recataloguing  the  books  and  pamphlets  of  the  Library, 
that  this  seemed  an  opportune  time  for  the  College  to  have 
a  bookplate. 

In  discussing  its  composition,  President  Eggleston 
suggested  the  heads  of  John  Hampden  and  Algernon 
Sydney,  and  Miss  Lancaster  agreed,  but  stated  that  if  this 
cost  too  much,  the  seal  of  the  College  might  be  used. 

The  matter  was  submitted  to  Mr.  Herbert  C.  Allen,  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  through  Everett  Waddey  Company. 
Mr.  Allen  worked  out  the  design,  which  contains  the 
pictures  of  Hampden  and  Sydney,  and  the  seal,  with 
Cushing  Hall  and  Bagby  Hall  in  the  background.

Report  of  President  W.  M.  Kemper 

THIS  has  been  a  year  of  inactivity  for  the  General 
Alumni  Association  and  its  President ;  but  it  has  been 
a  year  of  splendid  progress  for  the  College  and  of  increased 
iand  active  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Alumni,  individually, 
land  of  the  Chapters  of  the  Association. 

The  College  has  enrolled  the  largest  number  of  students 
in  its  history  of  one  hundred  sixty  years.  The  Alumni  have 
been  active  in  their  efforts  to  enroll  desirable  boys  at 
Alma  Mater. 

The  addition  to  the  library,  a  much  needed  and  long 
sought  development,  is  nearing  completion.  The  Treasurer 
reports  that  the  Alumni,  whose  subscription  in  large 
measure  made  possible  this  addition  to  the  library,  are 
making  their  payments  in  commendable  fashion. 

The  most  outstanding  step  in  progress  is  the  beginning 
of  Morton  Hall,  made  possible  by  the  gift  of  $75,000.00 
ifrom  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  whose 
family  name  is  closely  associated  with  southside  Virginia 
and  Hampden-Sydney  College.  The  Alumni  are  pro- 
foundly grateful  to  Mr.  Morton,  not  only  for  his  munificent 
gift  which  makes  possible  a  much  needed  addition  to  the 
equipment  of  the  College,  but  for  his  recognition  of  the 
worth  of  the  College  and  his  approval  of  the  things  for 
which  it  stands.  We  believe  that  Mr.  Morton  has  set  an 
example  for  the  Alumni  and  the  other  friends  of  education, 
which  will  lead  the  way  to  an  enlarged  equipment  and 
endowment  for  this  grand  old  institution. 

Twenty-one  of  the  twenty-three  organized  chapters  of 
this  Association  have  been  active  during  the  year  and  the 
Association  now  has  a  larger  paid-up  membership  than  at 
any  other  time.  The  Record  continues  to  keep  the  Alumni 
in  touch  with  one  another  and  with  the  life  and  activities 
of  the  College.  Mr.  Robert  K.  Brock  and  the  Alumni 
Secretary,  Mr.  George  L.  Walker,  deserve  the  strongest 
commendation  and  the  loyal  cooperation  of  all  the  Alumni 
for  their  work  on  the  Record.  Mr.  Walker  has  performed 
the  many  duties  attached  to  his  office  as  Alumni  Secretary 
in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  and  with  real  efficiency. 

It  is  urged  that  the  Alumni,  through  the  General 
Alumni  Association,  continue  their  efforts  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  College.  It  seems  fair  to  consider  the 
Faculty  as  the  employed  Staff  of  the  College ;  the  Board  of 
Trustees  as  the  Directors;  and  the  Alumni  as  the  Stock- 
holders in  it.  The  Alumni  have,  therefore,  a  larger  inter- 
est in  the  College  than  any  other  group,  and  its  progress 
and  welfare  should  be  a  matter  of  real  importance  to  them.

Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association 

THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  was  held  in  Bagby  Hall, 
3:30  P.  M.,  Tuesday,  June  9,  1936.  President  W.  M. 
Kemper  called  the  meeting  to  order.  The  invocation  was 
given  by  Rev.  D.  C.  Amick,  '16,  Newport,  Tennessee. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved 
and  reports  from  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and  the 
Treasurer,  were  received.  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  the 
Treasurer,  reported  all  bills  paid  and  a  balance  of  $258.72. 
The  auditor,  Prof.  D.  C.  Wilson,  reported  that  he  had 
inspected  the  Treasurer's  books  and  found  them  as  re- 
ported. 

Prof.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  called  the  attention  of  the 
Association  to  the  fact  that  the  time  had  come  for  the 
getting  out  of  another  ten-year  supplement  to  the  General 
Alumni  Catalogue.  After  some  discussion  of  ways  and 
means  of  getting  out  the  supplement,  President  Kemper 
announced  that  he  would  take  up  this  matter  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

A  motion  was  made  that  the  chairman  appoint  a 
committee  to  draft  suitable  resolutions,  expressing  the 
appreciation  of  the  Association  to  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton, 
Jr.,  for  his  great  gift  to  the  College.  It  was  suggested  that 
the  President  of  the  Association  be  a  member  of  the 
committee  and  that  he  appoint  two  others.  These  were: 
Dr.  George  H.  Denny,  '91,  President  of  the  University  of 
Alabama,  Chairman,  and  ex-Governor  E.  Lee  Trinkle,  '96. 

The  nominating  committee  (F.  S.  Johns,  Barrye  Wall, 
R.  K.  Brock),  brought  in  the  following  report:  for  Presi- 
dent, W.  M.  Kemper;  Vice  President,  Wm.  R.  Gardner, 
Treasurer,  P.  Tulane  Atkinson;  General  Secretary,  Geo. 
L.  Walker.    This  report  was  unanimously  adopted.

1 .  Carried  out  the  routine  work  of  the  Alumni  Office : 
correspondence,  filing,  questionnaires,  special  reports. 
Assisted  in  the  collecting  and  preparing  of  material  for 
four  (4)  issues  of  the  quarterly,  the  Record.  Mailed  out 
four  issues  (2700  per  issue). 

2.  Instructor  Latin  Department. 

3.  Director  local  unit  NYA  (National  Youth  Admini- 
stration), involving  the  "spreading"  of  $5400  of  federal 
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funds  among  eighty  (80)  needy  students.    The  unit  again 
led  the  College  in  scholarship. 

4.  Traveled,  in  interest  student  enlistment. 

5.  Negotiated  the  holding  of  twenty-one  (21)  meetings 
of  alumni  Chapters. 

6.  Of  the  twenty-three  (23)  organized  alumni  chapters, 
all,  with  the  possible  exception  of  two  (2),  qualify  for  the 
term,  "active."  According  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Association,  for  a  chapter  to  be  called  "active"  its  mem- 
bers must  pay  in  for  a  given  fiscal  year  a  minimum  of  $25 
to  the  Treasury  of  the  Association. 

7.  The  Treasurer's  books  will  not  be  audited  until 
June  8,  but  present  indications  are  that  the  Association 
will  show  a  balance.  The  alumni  have  been  paying  up 
well  on  their  pledges  to  the  Library  and  to  the  Associa- 
tion for  membership  and  subscription  to  the  Record. 
The  gift  of  MORTON  HALL  has  had  an  "elevating" 
effect  on  the  alumni ! 

Publicity  for  the  Individual  Students 

June  10,  1936. 

It  was  the  object  of  the  individual  news  department,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Geo.  L.  Walker,  to  get  each  student  in  college  a 
news  story  for  something  accomplished  during  the  school  year. 
This  was  accomplished  to  the  extent  that  during  the  school  year 
about  seventy-two  percent,  of  the  students  received  recognition  in 
their  local  papers. 

We  covered  about  seven  states.  The  honors  of  the  student,  great 
and  small,  were  written  in  the  news  stories.  If  there  were  several 
students  from  the  larger  cities  they  were  written  up  collectively.  The 
larger  papers  using  the  script  were  the  Lynchburg  News  and  The 
Times  Dispatch.  The  Charleston  Gazette,  the  South  Boston  News,  and 
the  Roanoke  Times  ran  the  articles  with  the  city  schools  section. 

Preparing  for  next  year  we  sent  stories  of  the  success  of  former 
students  to  some  forty  Prep  and  High  schools.  These  stories  were 
published  in  the  school  papers  with  the  hope  that  men  contemplating 
college  would  see  what  some  former  friend  was  doing  at  college. 
Most  schools  were  exceedingly  grateful  for  the  information.

'Creek,  Virginia,  died  at  his  home  in  Fairfield,  Virginia,  May  1,  1936, 
aged  66. 

1  Mrs.  J.  M.  Hamlet  (Nee  Elliott)  died  at  her  home  near  Phenix, 
Virginia,  May  1,  1936.  She  was  the  wife  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Hamlet,  of 
Phenix,  and  the  mother  of  John  M.  Hamlet,  Jr.,  '31,  who  is  now  a 
imember  of  the  faculty  of  the  Charlotte  Court  House  High  School. 

The  Faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  mourn  the  death  of 
Hon.  John  Martin,  long  a  useful  and  influential  member  of  our 
Board  of  Trustees.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1903,  a  lawyer 
of  fine  attainments  and  of  unblemished  character.  In  his  veins 
flowed  the  blood  of  Virginia's  best.  He  was  the  Grandson  of  the  Rev.

For  many  years  Mr.  Martin  had  practiced  Law  in  Halifax, 
Virginia,  where  he  was  prominent  in  many  respects — Chairman  of 
the  Halifax  County  Electoral  board,  member  of  the  County  School 
board,  and  an  Elder  in  the  Presbyterian  church.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Hampden-Sydney  and  many  friends  at  the  College  will  miss 
him  sadly.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  Board  and  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee;  the  welfare  of  the  College  was  uppermost  in  his 
mind  and  heart ;  his  advice  was  freely  given  and  always  helpful ;  his 
time  was  ever  at  the  disposal  of  his  colleagues  when  the  interests  of 
the  College  were  involved.  His  death  occurred  at  his  home  in  Hali- 
fax, Virginia,  May  11,  1936.  He  is  survived  by  his  brother,  W.  W.

Diverse  Data 

HAMPDEN-SYDNEY  students  have  a  rather  definite 
scale  of  values.  It  may  spring  from  ancestral 
traditions,  from  home  training  or  from  personal  choice. 
But  it  is  there  and  it  forms  a  strikingly  consistent  picture. 
Most  authorities  agree  that  there  are  eight  classes  of  value 
in  human  experience.  The  consensus  of  opinion  of  100 
Sophomores,  Juniors  and  Seniors  is  that  they  should  be 
ranked  in  this  order  when  first  means  "highest  value"  and 
last  means  "lowest  value:"  1.  Religious  value  (e.  g.  sense 
of  God's  Presence  or  Will);  2.  Character  value  (e.  g.  a 
kind  or  unselfish  act;  3.  Intellectual  value  (e.  g.  truth  or 
knowledge) ;  4.  Social  value  (e.  g.  friendship) ;  5.  Economic 
value  (e.  g.  a  regular  income);  6.  Bodily  value  (e.  g. 
satisfaction  of  hunger) ;  7.  Esthetic  value  (e.  g.  beauty  of  a 
sunset  or  symphony);  8.  Recreational  value  (e.  g.  a  good 
game  of  tennis,  etc.).  There  are  some  differences  of 
opinion.  Thus  the  B.  S.  students  place  intellectual  value 
slightly  above  character  value  and  they  also  rate  economic 
value  higher  than  the  B.  A.  students.  A  few  place  social 
value  higher.  Athletes  tend  to  place  bodily  and  recrea- 
tional value  two  or  three  points  higher  in  the  scale.  In  the 
combined  rankings,  however,  three  very  distinct  levels  can 
be  seen  and  are  almost  unanimously  differentiated,  namely : 
the  spiritual  or  ideal  type  leading  (religious,  character, 
intellectual) ;  the  social  type  in  the  middle ;  and  the  ma- 
terial or  sensuous  values  closely  grouped  at  the  lower  end. 
This  main  order,  spiritual-social-material,  is  statistically 
reliable  and  represents  a  distinct  pattern  of  personality. 
As  compared  with  other  college  groups,  two  things  stand 
out  in  this  scale  of  values:  the  ranking  of  religious  value 
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far  out  in  the  lead  and  the  low  rank  assigned  to  esthetic 
value.  The  first  is  to  be  expected.  Is  the  low  appraisal  of 
beauty  due  to  a  neglected  factor  in  our  scheme  of  edu- 
cation ?    Or  is  it  due  to  masculine  crassness  ? 

Contrasting  with  the  low  rank  given  to  purely  recre- 
ational value  is  the  high  place  given  to  athletics  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. When  the  students  were  asked  what  they 
were  most  interested  in,  sports  came  third  and  a  large 
number  placed  it  first.  A  study  of  79  athletes  in  seven 
branches  of  sport  made  by  three  students  of  psychology1 
this  Spring  offers  some  interesting  results.  Lettermen  in 
the  seven  sports  were  compared  in  age,  height,  weight, 
strength  of  grip,  endurance  of  grip,  intelligence  scores  and 
emotionality.  Football  men  are  the  tallest,  heaviest  and 
most  "emotional."  Basket  ball  men  are  the  oldest  and 
have  the  strongest  grip.  Baseball  men,  however,  have  the 
most  endurance  in  grip.  Tennis  men  are  the  shortest  and 
tie  for  youngest.  Golf  men  are  the  lightest  in  weight  and 
youngest  (tied  with  tennis  men) .  The  boxers  are  the  least 
emotional  and  have  the  second  strongest  grip.  Basket  ball 
men  have  the  least  endurance  in  grip.  The  track  men  are 
the  most  intelligent  by  a  clear  margin.  These  are  just 
averages,  of  course,  and  allow  for  wide  variation.  The 
athletes  as  a  total  group  are  about  two  inches  taller  than 
the  average,  about  ten  pounds  heavier,  have  about  eight 
kilos  stronger  grip  than  the  non-athletes,  but  are  neither 
more  nor  less  intelligent  than  their  less  athletic  brethren. 
The  extremes  in  intelligence  are  not  athletes,  but  the 
athletes  as  a  whole  are  on  a  par  with  the  non-athletes  in 
I.  Q.  Since  the  athletes  have  approximately  the  same 
scholastic  average  at  Hampden-Sydney  as  the  non- 
athletes,  they  must  either  sacrifice  other  diversions  for  the 
sake  of  athletics  or  study  more  efficiently.

An  Early  Alumnus  Found 

PRESIDENT  EGGLESTON  has  found  records  in 
Nottoway  Will  Book  I,  page  321,  which  show  that 
William  C.  Ward  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1798 — a  student  of  whom  we  had  previously  known 
nothing.  He  was  the  son  of  Benjamin  Ward,  of  "Lost 
Creek"  and  his  mother  was  Catherine  Crawley  (or  Cralle), 
known  as  "The  Queen."  This  title  was  probably  well- 
chosen  as  she  was  the  wife  of  three  locally  distinguished 
men;  Benjamin  Ward,  Daniel  Jones,  and  William  Fitz- 
gerald. William  C.  Ward  was  born  about  1780.  He  and 
his  wife  (Sarah)  were  in  Davidson  County,  Tennessee  in 
1817.  His  guardian  when  he  was  at  Hampden-Sydney  was 
Francis  Fitzgerald,  executor  of  Benjamin  Ward. 

The  Draper  Camera 

HOWARD  C.  COBBS,  '34,  has  interested  himself  in 
collecting  data  on  Doctor  John  William  Draper 
and  his  connection  with  Hampden-Sydney  College.  He 
has  appealed  especially  to  the  alumni  between  the  years
